Another Flare-Back in the Navy.

Rear Admiral Bradley A Viske bas resigned
a# alde to the secrefary of the navy, apparently
because he Is not in full accord with Mr. Daniels’
polley. The polnis of difference are mot made
public, although much speculative gosalp has
been engendered by this |atest flare-baek.
Riumor has {t that matters conpected with the
secvice administration of the department are at
the bottom, and Admiral Fiske |s credited with
having sald he did not wish to be in any way
chargeable with the country's unpraparedness
for war. If this {a true, It would seem that the
admiral might have chosen more approprinte
meang for expressing his disapprobation of the.
plans he objectad lo, and could have been of
more service Lo his country by sticking where he
was than by resigning a billet of so great fm-
portance,

Secretary Daniels’ experience with the navy
Ilustrates the difficulty of preaching pemce to
men whose bnsiness it iz to ba ready to fight at
any minute, Bui something broader and deeper
than this is involved In the present incident. The
obligation of the military and naval service of
the United Htates requires loyalty from officers
of all grades {o the president and his secretaries,
and even im protest an officer of high rank
should not everlook this,

The present situation emphasizes more than
ever the need of a general staff, or war board,
for the navy, similar to that provided for the
army several years ago, and which hag been
partly provided for by recent . This
will permit the pursaly technical business of the
navy, with its planning of strategy and the ik,
to be handled by naval officers, and will do
away with any possible (rritation that may spring
from civilian interforence, :

'italy's Price for Neutrality |

i If the rumors whith we have hedrd latsly from
| Rome are to be batleved, the territory demanded by
Italy of Austria, an the price of her neutrality, In-
cludas the whole of wsoutherm Tyrol south of
the Pustertal, Gorz and Geadiecn, Trieste and all of
Intrdn, with about o dopen of the Jargest Ilands lying
off the Crotlan and Daimatian const thrown In for
EDod meéamure

Whether on not this is the real attitude of the
Italinn government, it undoubtedly representa the de-
siren of a considerable part of the Nallen people who
have lately revived the Irredentist movement. which
was a0 promineni during the last quarter of the nine-
teenth esntury,

I'n 1578 the young kingdom of Italy, greatly ssjoylug
the pensations of ita' newly realited nationslity, oom-
fiduntly expected to share in the distribution of the
Turkish loot at the Congress of Berlln. Neot only was
that hope disappointed, but Italy had the mortifics-
tion of seelng its hoereditary enemy. Austrin-Hunfary,
awarded the administration of Boania-Hersegovina.

A# the result of this disappointment, and largely
because of hatred of Austria, the movement for a
Sreater Italy, which had untfl thim madc but Httls 4
progresas, acquired great vigor. The gospel of Italy
Irredents, or Italy waredeemed, was preached all over
the kingdom, and jts apesties maisted that Tialisn ne-
Honality was not and could not be complete until all
ftalians had been gathered under the house of Savoy.

The usunl arguments advanced In support of Teallan
clalma to thess tsrritories ate: That they are In-
habited almost antirely by Itallans who deslre to be
ingluded in the kingdom of ltaly; that they are shook-
ingly oppressed and misgoverned, and that untl re-
cently they have belonged to ene or other of tho
Italinn stater. In short, it is urged that their acquisi-
tion by modern Italy would be nothing but the right-
ing of a great wrong, the resteration (o Iltaly of
peoplens who have been stolem from It These srgu-
menis have beon constantly used that they have been
very generally accepted, although, as a matter of
fact, they are far from beiag sccurate.

The Irredentist clalma upen (he Trehitino run from
the Itallan frontier to Fransensfests, a distance of
ninety-six milen. This terpitery s inhebited by an
Italian spoaking population for a distance of thirty-

the 13000 inhabilants of the Trentino speak Italinn,
as agninsl one-third speaking CGerman.

The Austrian crown land of Gorz and Gradisca
lUes botween [talianm Friuli and Trieste. Of its in-
habltants two-thirds are Itallan-speaking Italinne; the
rest are Germanspeaking Slavs, while of the 15,000
inhabitants of Trieste three-fourths speak Italian, the
rest German. Of the 580,000 [nhabitants of Tatria about
three-fourths are Slave, the rest Ttallans, while of
the Inhabitants of Critia and Dalmatia, fncluding the
islanda, only about & per cent are Itallans

In the charge of oppression and misgovernment
